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Continuation of 1 3: The applicant argues the combined prior arts do not disclose a communication interface that includes the receiver and 
is configured to control a speed for receving the data during the period of transition, such that the receiver receives the data during the 
period of transition. While the prior art of Miyazaki does not disclose this limitation, the prior art of Itoh and Yang do. Itoh discloses a 
communication interface (See Figure 1, Element 36) that includes a receiver, such as a buffer (See Figure 2, Element 36a), and is 
configured to control a speed for receiving the data, which is either at the normal speed or at a lower speed (See Col. 6, Line 9-23). Even 
though Itoh does not further disclose that the receiver receives the data during the transition period, Yang is used to meet the limitation. 
Yang discloses a receiver, such as a controller (See Figure 1, Element 120), that receives the data during the period of transition, wherein a 
power save mode is transitioned to a processing routine once print data is received (See Figure 4; Col. 6, Line 1 0-31 ). Motivation is then 
used to combine the references as disclosed within the final rejection. The examiner further states that since the independent claim 
limitation claims that the received data is outputted after a period of transition from the power save mode to the normal mode, it does not 
disclose what constitutes the transition period from the power save mode to the normal mode. Based on the broadest reasonable 
interpretation, Yang discloses that the period of transition from the power save mode to the normal mode takes place once the data is 
received, as disclosed above, and further, the applicant admits on Page 4, Lines 6-8 of the remarks that Yang can receive data while the 
printer is in the power saving mode and transitions to the normal mode once the data is received. Based on these reasons, the prior arts of 
Miyazaki, Itoh, and Yang combined do meet the limitations of the claims as disclosed within the Final Rejection and as admitted by the 
applicant. As a result, the rejection stands as FINAL. 
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
